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/ SPORT WITH HOUNDS 





“Sport with Horse and Hound” is the sub-title of The Chronicle. As 
to the horse in sport, we pay primary attention to the Thoroughbred, the 
breed whose versatility gives it pre-eminence in many more equestrian 
sports than all the other breeds combined, particularly cross country 
sports. As to the hound in sport we pay primary attention to hounds 
which hunt by scent (rather than to those coursing breeds which hunt by 
eye, greyhounds, whippets, Russian wolfhounds and the like)—to fox- 
hounds, harriers, beagles and bassets. We also concentrate on the strains 
selected to hunt in organised packs, rather than as individuals in field trials 
and at night, since it is only the former which also provide cross country 
sport for horses. In point of fact the hunting field offers a training ground 
for the cross country horse, whether hunter or Olympic Three Day com- 
petitor, which remains unequalled. 

If we value hunting only for the training it gives our horses, however, 
we appreciate only a small portion of the many things it has to offer. For 
the factor which distinguishes hunting from other equestrian sports is the 
presence of hounds. If we are oblivious of what they are doing, if we fail 
to use our eyes and ears to this end, we miss most of the point. As a 
matter of fact cross country sport with hounds may be carried on without 
any horses at all, using as a conveyance instead our own two feet. Ever 
since classic times small hounds, the ancestors of our present beagles and 
bassets, have been maintained for hunting on foot, and even to-day in the 
Fell countries of northern England organised packs of foxhounds are fol- 
lowed on Shanks’ mare 

Riders of all sorts, including riders to hounds, are growing in numbers 
by leaps and bounds, but the numbers of hunting men and women, the 
people who have a clear understanding and appreciation of what hounds 
are doing, seem to grow ever smaller, while those sufficiently versed in the 
finer points to act as Master, huntsman or whipper-in are very few indeed. 
Indeed for those who aspire to serve in these capacities an apprenticeship 
with beagles or bassets is virtually indispensable, whether the quarry 
eventually to be pursued be the stag, the fox, the hare or the cottontail. 
[t is certainly significant that Captain Ronnie Wallace, Master of the Hey- 
throp and, excepting the Duke of Beaufort, acknowledged to be the world’s 
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foremost amateur huntsman, hunted 
a pack of beagles for seven years 
before he started hunting foxhounds 
at all. 

The follower of beagles and bas- 
sets is unencumbered with riding 
problems and, if he is sound in wind 
and limb, can keep much closer to 
hounds. If he will then use his eyes 
and ears, if he will study the devices 
of the quarry for eluding pursuit. 
the natural aptitude for hunting of 
the pack, and the training and as- 
sistance provided by the staff, he 
will acquire a grounding in the 
noble science far more rapidly and 
thoroughly than he would be apt to 
acquire in years of riding to hounds. 
The Roster of Beagle and Basset 
Packs which appears elsewliere in 
this issue is certainly a creditable 
one, but it should be growing at a 
far more rapid rate. Let all who 
love hunting make everv effort to 
see that it does.

F.E.I. Jumper Classes 


Dear Sir: 

As the owner of Blakiston Ranch that 
shows about as many jumpers as any 
other stable in the United States, I am 
tremendously interested in the problems 
affecting the jumper classes. 

I have read in The Chronicle some 
very interesting articles on this subject 
and I agree in part with almost all of 
them. There appeared on Friday, Novem- 
ber llth a very excellent article by Lt 
Col. Jonathan Burton. This article showed 
that the writer had given the matter con- 
siderable thought. In the same issue there 
was an article headed ‘‘Indenture.”’ In The 
Chronicle of November 18th, there was 
another good editorial “F.E.I, Jumper 
Classes Pro and Con,” 

After carefully reading these articles, 
it appears to me that the faults that have 
been found are largely due to bad man- 
agement of the shows and the fact that the 
AmericanHorse Shows Association, who 
writes the rules, does not enforce them. 
These two facts are the greatest detri- 
ment to the F.E.I. jumper class. Having 
made these statements which I realize 
are very strong, | feel that it is my duty 
to offer support for them. I therefore wish 
to bring out the following: In the 11th 
edition published in 1959, printed in Bel- 
gium for the rules governing F.E.I, jump- 
ing, Article 6, Paragraph 253, Page 29 of 
this booklet reads as follows: ‘The time 
is calculated by means of chronometers

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The Extra Inducement 
Raleigh Burroughs 


Long before racing commissions start- 
ed falling out over butazolidin, ingenious 
horsemen began looking for ways to make 
their animals forget bodily ills and infer- 
jority complexes. 

The earliest inventions were devised to 
influence fundamental inclinations - to re- 
duce inertia. They were (a) whips and (b) 
spurs. 

The inventors took no cognizance of 
equine inhibitions. Instruments employed 
were designed to cause a horse to realize 
that he would feel better doing what his 
rider wished than he would not doing it, 
even though he was far from comfortable 
in either case. 

When men gained a little learning in 
the field of medicine, that dangerous 
thing was adopted by those engaged in 
primitive veterinary work. 

Blood-letting was believed to be al- 
most a panacea some years back. When 
the patient complained of somedistemper, 
the physician drained off a pint or two of 
gore. This left the victim too weak to 
groan. The doctor, reasoning that a man 
who stopped howling must be feeling bet- 
ter, went on to practice his science on 
the next client. 

Resourceful fellows, recognizing the 
success the medicine men were having 
with people, used the same methods with 
horses. 


Last Resort 

Old books reveal this. One widely re- 
tailed story tells of the extremes to which 
a determined equestrian went in an effort 
to snatch victory in a four-mile race - re- 
garded as a sprint in those days. 

Clipping off quarters like a man going 
in a six-furlong dash, this rider built upa 
long and apparently comfortable lead when 
his smooth-going mare suddenly became 
rough going. Her pace decelerated rapidly, 
though the jock utilized the conventional 
Speed-inducing devices of the day. He 
goaded her with his gad and sliced her with 
his spurs. 

Still the speed decreased and, finally, 
the mare stopped with her legs propped 
wide and her head hanging. 

Fatigue had CAUGHT up with her and 
her opponent was CATCHING up. 

As the rider had made his bet to win 
Only, he was in, as the saying goes, a 
quandary. But a resourceful rider never 
quits on the front end, and our man was 
hot going to lose if science and resource- 


fulness could bring off the victory. Sum- 
moning all of his resourcefulness, this 
rider remembered what the doctors had 
done for his Uncle Marvin, just before 
Uncle Marvin had passed on - heaven rest 
his soul. 

Employing the delicacy of a surgeon, 
the grounded rider punched a hole in his 
mare anddrained off a wash-basinful of 
blood. 

Then he sprang into the saddle. The 
mare’s reaction was immediate. 

She collapsed in a quivering heap, and 
expired shortly afterward. 

“No guts,” the rider observed as he 
walked out the rest of the course. 


Science Moved On 

Other experiments along the same 
lines soon convinced horsefolk that sub- 
tracting hemoglobin was not the best way 
to get more furlongs out of a running 
horse. 

It did not stop research, and sundry 
tinctures and compounds have been used 
and thrown into disuse down through the 
years. 

Some have been frowned upon by agen- 
cies governing the sport, and regulations 
have been drawn up outlawing them. 

The endless struggle to keep ahead of 
the game and the regulations taxed the 
ingenuity of the trainer. 

Some of the tricks tried, even in rela- 
tively recent years, are as astounding as 
they are original. 

John (the Baptist) Clark is my finest 
link with the recent past, though he is no 
more a Baptist than the president-elect 
of the United States. 

When any facet of racing is discussed, 
John (the Baptist) can reach back into the 
great files of his memory and dig up a 
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yarn that is 4 to 5 to match anything that 
has been related and is 8 to 5 to top it. 

Recently, when the subject of novel 
methods of making horses run was being 
aired, John (the B.) was perfectly willing 
to wait until the conversation lagged. He 
knew he had the topper in this field. 


Bradshaw’s Ingenuity 

*"You all remember Trainer Brad- 
shaw?” he asked, and everybody did. 
(“Bradshaw” wasn’t the man’s name. 
Employing a pseudonym in cases like this 
is a device used to keep the writer out of 
courts of law. I’ve got some resource- 
fulness, too.) 

(We shall let John the Baptist take it 
from here in order to save wear and tear 
on the quotation mark key.) 

Well, as you know (this is J the B 
Clark talking, remember), Bradshaw was 
about as clever a trainer as any man who- 
ever shoved a bit into a horse’s face. He 
could train ‘em to sprint and he could 
train ‘em to route. 

Well, he had this horse that belonged 
to a U. S. Senator and he wanted like the 
devil to win with it. 

In the paddock, which was not so 
closely guarded in those days as itis now, 
he stuck his hand into his pocket and 
pulled out a small, live wriggling snake. At 
first the Senator and the people standing 
close thought the trainer had found a viper 
with heroin in its poison sacs and was 
going to give the horse a hot shot. 


No Gnawing 

That was a bad guess. Bradshaw push- 
ed up the horse’s head, opened its mouth 
and stuffed the reptile down its throat. 

Instantly, the horse came to life. It 
took all of the jockey’s skill to get him to 
the post. 

When the starter sent the field away, 
the Senator’s horse flew into a big lead. 
He hit the far turn so fast he was throw- 
ing dirt over the outer rail - and he was 
running on the inner rail. All the time, 
that snake was doing a footrace around the 
banked turns of the horse’s stomach, 

At the eighth pole, the horse looked 
to be home free; but at the sixteenth 
marker he stopped cold and everything 
in the race whistled past.

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Pimlico 
The 24th running of The Pimlico Cup, 
a two and one-sixteenth miles race, drew 
a field of six 3-year-olds and upwards, 
on Sat., Dec. 10. It was a handicap stakes 
with a $20,000 added purse. 


L. L. Lawrence’s homebred Beau 
Diable, ridden by Steve Brooks, overtook 
the leaders in the stretch drive and was 
ridden out to win by three and one-half 
lengths over Mrs. C. Greene’s *Revoque. 
Mrs. Ethel D. Jacobs’ Promised Land was 
a neck in back of *Revoque for third money 
and Howell E. Jackson’s Hail to Thee ten 
lengths further back for fourth. The win- 
ner’s time for the 2 1/16 miles was 3.35 
3/5, which broke Wise Margin’s track re- 
cord of 3.37, set in 1956. However, Beau 
Diable was carrying only 110 pounds; Wise 
Margin had an impost of 126 pounds. 

Beau Diable is a 7-year-old chestnut 
horse, by Devil Diver-Bellesoeur, by 
*Beau Pere. He is trained by G. P. Odom. 
The victory netted his connections $13, 
646.25, giving Beau Diable $21,216 for 
this year and $154,953 for his career. 


Tropical Park 

Thirteen 2-year-olds left the starting 
gate in the 13th running of The Dade Met- 
ropolitan, on Saturday, Dec. 12, at Trop- 
ical Park, The six furlongs event offered 
a $10,000 added purse. 

Jockey S. Cole rode O. Phipps’ home- 
bred Shavetail to a three parts of a length 
score over Elkcam Stable’s Opus. Rice 


and Brown’s Gameus was third and Ford 
and Kelty’s Iron Rail, fourth. The win- 
ner’s time was 1.11 over a fast track. 

Shavetail is a chestnut colt, by Jet 
Pilot-Bushleaguer, by, War Admiral, 
trained by J. Fitzsimmons. The victory 
fetched $7,707.50 and it was Shavetail’s 
first stakes triumph. 


Golden Gate Fields 

Golden Gate Fields, Albany, Calif., 
honored the late trainer William Molter 
on Saturday, December 10, when itranthe 
mile William Molter Memorial Handicap 
for three-year-olds and upwards. The 
race had an added value of $10,000, which 
drew eight into the starting gate. 

Jockey R. Mundorf rode the Argentina- 
bred *Chimorro to victory over Honk, I, 
Valenzuela up. P. Poreno rode Wiz Bam 
for show.money. The winning time for the 
mile was 1.8 4/5. 

*Chimorro is a 4-year-old chestnut 
colt, by Sideral-Cravache, by Parwiz, 
bred by the Haras Chapadmalal. His vic- 
tory in the William Molter Memorial 
Hanicap netted $6,150. 


Fair Grounds 

Marion H. Van Berg’s Cable King fin- 
ished a neck behind V. Stewart’s *Lolita 
Torres, but took first money through *Lol- 
ita Torres’s disqualification. The Argen- 
tina-bred filly was placed second for 
bumping Cable King after the half-mile 
mark was passed in the six furlongs Gulf 
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Coast Handicap, on Saturday, Dec. 10, 
The race was an overnight handicap with 
a $10,000 purse and drew ten starters. W, 
H. Bishop Stable Inc.’s Dr. John Peters 
was third and Wilson and Allen’s Road 
House, fourth. The winner was clocked at 
1,13 4/5 for the six furlongs. 

Cable King is a chestnut gelded son 
of Count Flame-Amore Mia, by Sun Again, 
A 4-year-old, he was bred by J.C. Dudley 
and B. M. Heath. Jockey J. Burton was in 
the saddle and K. D. Kepler trained the 
winner. The triumph netted $6,500. 


PROPOSED DRUG BAN 

The Thoroughbred Research Commit- 
tee of the National Association of State 
Racing Commissioners at a recent ses- 
sion attended by eight committee mem- 
bers, approved the following resolutions 
unanimously: - ‘‘Section One - No narcotic, 
stimulant, depressant or local anesthetic 
shall be administered to a horse which 
may affect his performance in a specific 
race, 

**Section Two - If the stewards shall 
find that any medication other than those 
that are from time to time approved by 
a standing technical committee of the 
NASRC has been administered for the 
purpose of affecting a racing condition of 
a horse in a specific race, they shall 
take such action as they deem proper under 
the rules of racing.” 

Previously the committee had voted 
five to four to prohibit the administration 
of drugs which might affect the perform- 
ance of a horse, ‘‘except that the follow- 
ing drugs may be administered by licens- 
ed veterinarians only, provided a report 
thereof is rendered to the stewards 
specifying the time, amount and type of 
substance administered on forms pre- 
scribed therefor. Such report shall at all 
times remain confidential and open to 
inspection only to the stewards, the racing 
commission or its authorized personnel.” 

Clarkson Beard, president of the Gray- 
son Foundation, said that the proposed 
list of permissive drugs ‘‘would be based 
on a study by an unbiased, qualified com- 
mittee including leading biochemists - 
persons detached from the racing field. 
This committee of experts would advise 
stewards and racing commissions as to the 
effect of a certain drug on a horse. It 
would then be up to the commissions - 
or perhaps the NASRC in the interest of 
national uniformity - to rule. Certainly 
we would not have the haphazard handling 
of the problem that has occurred in the 
past.”

greatest Canadian-bred horse in history. 
Racing in this country in 1960 Victoria 
Park was second in the Flamingo Stakes, 
third in the Florida Derby, second in the 
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Blue Grass Stakes, third in the Kentucky 
Derby and second in the Preakness. He 
then went back to Canada, won the 10Ist 
running of the Queen’s Plate in record 
time and, in his final start of the year, set 
a track record for a mile and a furlong in 
the Leonard Richards Stakes at Delaware 
Park. 


MARYLAND 


SAGGY LEADS MARYLAND SIRES 

Stanley Sagner’s Saggy (Swing and 
Sway-Chantress, by Hyperion), was re- 
presented on the track in 1960 by offspring 
which won $262,937 in first moneys, 
placing him first on the Maryland list 
and third on the national list of sires of 
2-year-olds. In the poll taken to nominate 
the best 2-year-old of 1960, Saggy’s son, 
Carry Back was second only to Hail to 
Reason in the voting. 


AAZRAK’S KEEP 

For those who wonder how to make a 
horse earn his keep, the following letter 
from Richard F, Gieselman of Cedar Lodge 
Farm, Ellettsville, Ind., should prove in- 
teresting. This is the way Mr. Gieselman 
does it: 

*‘The quality of our band of mares may 
not come up to the standards at several 
of the leading farms, but at least we can 
lay claim to the FANCIEST TEASER in 
the business (and probably the most prof-

‘‘Being a small operation, we try 


and get our money’s worth out of 
our horses, and thus Aazrak finds 
use the year around. Starting in Jan- 
uary, Aazrak takes over the duties 


of teaser for our dozen Thorough- 
bred mares. Later in the season he 
has his own book of mares, which 
is as extensive as that of a popular 
Thoroughbred stallion around Lexing- 


ton, Ky. 
“His breeding season runs_ into 
September, and by that time we get 


a few horses from the track to winter. 
To keep weight off of their legs, we 
have to pony them, and Aazrak takes 


over those chores. You can see 
that he earns his living the year 
around, He is a_ full brother to 


two champion mares, and he himself 
is of show quality, but we have 
kept him too busy at home, 

**They occasionally have Arabian races 
on Thoroughbred cards. Regardless of the 
reaction of the Thoroughbred man to such 
attempts, one must admit that the little 
horse has a lot of stamina - and versatil- 
ity!”

Association, and besides, as long as the 
association will put on races like those, 
who’s to complain? 

After a few years of this new trend, 
maybe some of those asterisks will dis- 
appear from the top of the sire lists year 
after year.

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Rocky Fork Beagles 


In spite of the belated winter weather 
during the latter part of the 1959-1960 
season, in many respects it was our most 
successful to date. None of the regular 
Sunday afternoon fixtures were cancelled, 
and true students of hound work found 
that the ability to follow the line of the 
hunted rabbit by its tracks in the snow 
added an extra interest. Our largest fields 
often appeared on the worst days, and 
fortunately we were usually able to get 
up a few rabbits and show some sport, 
Only our fixture on February 14 at Willow- 
brook Farm was a complete blank, even 
the old orchard there failing to provide any 
game under arctic conditions, 

After the last fixture on March 27, 
the social committee turned from tea 
arrangements to two major projects, the 
first being the Landowner’s Lunch at the 
Rocky Fork Headley Hunt on April 16, 
The lunch was followed by an afternoon 
of races on the flat and over fences, 
climaxed by a pony race won in a driving 
finish by a girl from the local 4-H horse 
club, Both the lunch and the races were 
well attended, and gave us and the fox- 
hound pack a chance to express our thanks 
to our neighbors whose courtesy had made 
our sport possible. 

Instead of holding our regular dinner 
in the spring, this year we combined 
forces with the Rocky Fork Headley Hunt 
on a hunt ball held in May at the Rocky 
Fork Hunt and Country Club, This affair 
turned out to be one of the year’s notable 
parties, and the performance on thedance 
floor of our members, extremely fit and 
well legged up after a strenuous season, 
was little short of sensational. 

While all this was going on, the staff 
was putting in several mornings a week 
on a task new to them, adding to the pack 
the first large young entry. We ended 
the season with only 4 1/2 couples of 
entered hounds in serviceable condition, 
but had 4 couples of young hounds of our 
own breeding to work on, Inmany respects 
we were like the teacher who has to work 
hard to keep one lesson ahead of his class, 
and we certainly learned as much as the 
hounds. By the onset of hot weather they 
were reasonably well leash and couple 
broken, were beginning to use their noses, 
and the pack could be roaded without the 
whippers-in having continually to en- 
courage the laggards and chase the more 
adventurous youngsters out of the ditches. 

During June and July both hounds and 
staff vacationed, but in August we began 
working regularly again in the early 
mornings. Since the late summer was 
unusually hot and dry, we decided to open 
our season with fixtures early Sunday 
mornings beginning September 18, Few 
of our followers appeared for these, but 
those who did saw some very good runs, 
two ending in kills, as well as the occasion 
on which the Master led the pack into a 
nest of yellow-jackets, which we eventually 


managed to outdistance. . 

Our first Sunday afternoon fixture was 
held on October 16, and in spite of, the 
fact that the weather has been generally 
warm and dry, scenting rather poor, and 
game none too plentiful, we have had good 
sport through the fall. The best came as 
a climax to an otherwise dreary day on 
November 6, when after almost two hours 
in which neither hounds nor field could 
produce a rabbit, we got one up in the 
bottom across the creek from Brook- 
house’s which the hounds worked around 
the immediate area for over half an hour 
and finally lost near where they had first 
started him, At that point we realized 
that the temperature had dropped sudden- 
ly, a high wind had risen, the rain which 
had begun shortly before had turned to 
snow, and our hosts at the tea were 
probably wondering what had become of us. 
We came back down Morton’s Land soak- 
ing wet and cold, but happy to have such 
sport and particularly to have seen our 
new entry working hard at the checks, 
harking in promptly, and adding their 
voices to the chorus. 

This year we took five couples to the 
Aldie trials, entering the 15” two and 
four couple events. Our performance in the 
first was rather like that of the pitcher 
with lots of speed but no control. We felt 
our four couple worked reasonably well, 
particularly since three of the hounds 
were from our new entry. Although Brandy, 
our entry in the ‘sudden death” 15”° 
Stake, was among the first picked up, we 
were pleased that he went right to work 
in the pack and felt charitable toward 
his mistakes in view of his youth and the 
circumstances. Although we came home 
without any ribbons or silver, we felt 
we had enjoyed the trials even more than 
the year before. 

Now that we are back home again we 
look forward to another good season, if 
the local cottontails will only cooperate, 
and the fun of starting to work with the 
2 1/2 couples of unentered hounds that 
resulted from last summer’s breeding, 
which we now look forward to with 
anticipation instead of last year’s trepida- 
tion, 


Clonmel Beagle Show 
Stanislaus Lynch 

Ten Beagle Packs from Co.’s Cork, 
Dublin, Kildare, Offaly, Tipperary and 
Wexford, competed at the 10th Annual 
Beagle Show, organised by the Clonmel 
Masters of Beagles Association held at the 
Hound Pavilion at Clonmel Horse Show 
Grounds, on Saturday July 16. 

This was the 10th anniversary of the 
Show which was inagurated in 1950 by the 
Hon, Secretary, of the Association, Mr. 
Arthur G, Ryan, M.F.B, 

It is due to Mr. Ryan’s unbounded 
enthusiasm and ‘indefatigable organisa- 
tion work that the show has gone from 
strength to strength each year. It is due 
entirely to his efforts also that the Irish

Beagle Stud Book was started at the same 
time. 

When the show began in 1950, there 
were only 6 packs of beagles functioning 
effectually in Ireland, but thanks to his 
good work there are now 23 recognized 
packs and several others awaiting regis- 
tration with the Irish Masters of Beagles 
Association. 

Two distinguished English Masters of 
Beagles kindly acted as judges. They were, 
Mr. Woodley, who has been Master and 
huntsman of the Castleton Beagles for the 
past 20 years, and Mr. Philip Burrows, 
who for the past 26 years, has been 
Master of the Bolebroke Beagles. 

The packs which competed were, the 
Wellfort, (Co.’s Calway and Offaly); Shan- 
don (Co, Cork); Ardfinnan (Co. Tipperary); 
Curragh Foot (Co, Kildare); Riverstowns 
(Co. Cork); Goldburn (Cos. Dublin and 
Meath); Kilfeacle (Co. Tipperary); Midle- 
ton Foot (Co, Cork); Maryborough (Co, 
Cork); and Holy Cross (Co, Tipperary). 

Two other packs were entered in the 
show programme, but did not compete. 
They were, Sunnyland, from Craigavad, 
Co. Down, and Tallow Foot from Co, 
Waterford, 

An item of unusual interest was the 
big entry of Black and Tan from the Well- 
fort pack. Miss Doreen D’Arcy of Rahan 
Lodge, Tullamore, Co, Offaly, who founded 
the pack some years ago, at her birthplace, 
Newforest, Co. Galway, intends at some 
future date to have the only all Black and 
Tan pack of registered beagles in Ireland. 
She started the pack with black and tans 
which were descendants of a very old 
Irish strain and she has retained some of 
this blood down the years. About five years 
ago a couple of black and tans, Ragman 
and Rasper, distinguished themselves at 
Clonmel, and incidentally were as fine a 
pair of black and tan beagles that one 
could wish to see. By modern standards, 
however, they would have been perhaps 
a little on the big side, but her present 
hounds are a much lighter sort and much 
nearer the description of the present or- 
thodox type of beagle. They are much 
smaller hounds, but are as lively as 
weasels, 

The judging was very slow in the morn- 
ing as the judges could not agree and had 
to call in Capt. Reg Alvey, Master of the 
Curragh Foot, to make the final decision 
in the entered class, between Midleton 
Foot Freeman ’59 and Goldburn Blatant 
*56. The referees decision was Midleton 
Foot first and Goldburn second, 

On the whole the judging appeared 
more satisfactory in the afternoon, and 
was got through much more quickly, even 
though everyone on the ringside did not 
agree with some of the class awards. 

The standard of the hounds on the whole 
was much higher than in previous years 
and Mr. Woodley thought that it had 
greatly improved in the ten years since 
he judged at the first show in 1950. He

The fifty-sixth season for Sir Sister 
Beagles was particularly gratifying for the 
Joint Masters. 

After a half a century of creditable 
performance in the field, entries from the 
Sir Sister Pack were awarded the Grand 
Champion Beagle at both the Litchfield 
and Bryn Mawr Shows in 1959, 

The Fall fixtures for his period on 
Sundays were in the Myopia Country 
through the courtesy of Mr. C. G. Rice, 
MHF of Myopia. 

As has been the custom for a number 
of years, the Saturday Meets were held 
in Middlesex and Worcester Counties. 

It was a season of exceptionally good 
scenting conditions and the Red and White 
Pack gave an excellent account of them- 
selves on practically all occasions. An 
abnormally long run for cottontail hunt- 
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ing was had at Southboro in the vicinity 
of St. Mark’s to the great delight of some 
of the students who were uninitiated to the 
sport of beagling. 

The 1960 Spring Season was handicap- 
ped by inclement weather and the loss of 
the services of Mrs. Prunaret, the Joint 
Master. As Captain of the U. S. Women’s 
Golf Team she was forced to begin pre- 
paration for the Team’s trip to England 
for the Curtis Cup Match in the very mid- 
dle of the beagling season. With Charles

Nantucket Beagles 


The Nantucket Beagles, whose hunting 
season starts the latter part of June, 
were faced this year with the problem of 
how to get to Nantucket at all. Due to the 
Steamship strike which had been going on 
for six to eight weeks with no settlement 
in sight, there was no way of transporting 
a car or trailer except by barge, which 
the Master was disinclined to attempt. 

The alternatives were flying or via the 
Hyannis boat which is a day excursion 
vessel and not very large. Northeast 
Airlines was not interested in carrying a 
pack of beagles in any of their planes, 
so we decided to pin our hopes on the 
Hyannis Line and trust that we would get 
to Nantucket eventually and safely. After 
many preliminary arrangements, we ar- 
rived at Hyannis in the early hours of 
a wet, foggy morning with the Nantucket 
pack plus the Treweryn young entry. Two 
Cages were placed on the deck of the boat 
and, after carrying the puppies aboard, 
the old hounds followed the master up the 
gang-plank and were placed in said cages 
from which vantage point they viewed and 
roared at every dog brought aboard. 

Arriving at Nantucket, passengers first 
disembarked, then the gang-plank was run 
into a large truck and all hounds paraded 
Off the boat and into the truck with a

The season following was very nice 
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with some good hunts, despite a dry 
summer. The most notable day was when 
the combined unentered pack, plus Butter- 
cup and Shiela, ran a hare for 1 1/2 
hours and killed. . .being the first kill 
in two years. Other good runs were a2 1/2 
mile point and back on the moors, and 
several good ‘“‘goes” on the shore at 
Sconset. 

Jody was with us all summer, keeping 
the kennel immaculate between his duties 
at the Snack Bar downtown, Margaret 
Bullitt of Swarthmore, Pennsylvania did 
her usual fine job as whipper-in. 

Hounds went out four days a week and 
all puppies were entered before the season 
was over. 

Hounds returned to Pennsylvania for 
the Bryn Mawr Show where they won six 
blues, one championship and were best 
beagle pack in the Show. Then, after hunt- 
ing cottontails for two months, they went 
to the National Pack Trials in Virginia 
and won the Harrison Bowl for scoring 
the most points during the Trial. 

Among those in the field during the 
summer were Miss Natalie Reynal of Mt. 
Kisco, New York, Mr. and Mrs. William 
Browning of Connecticut, Mr. Granger 
Frost and Mr. Donald Worth of Virginia, 
Mrs. Algernon Craven, Mr. and Mrs. Rob- 
ert Scott, Tyler Evans and John Todd from 
Pennsylvania. Captain Arthur Gibbs of 
Nantucket was out several times and 
brought friends.

71st National Beagle Club 
Field Trials - Pack Classes 


(Aldie, Virginia, Nov. 10-13) 


‘‘Beagler’’ 


A record of 15 beagle packs were 
represented this year running under the 
able judging of Reese E, Howard, Far 
Hills, New Jersey and Harry S. Truxel, 
Mt. Pleasant, Pennsylvania. 

The running grounds, improved before 
last year’s trial, were even better as the 
brush piles had subsided to a marked 
extent. The over-abundance of honeysuckle 
in certain sections will be taken care of 
next year by pasturing of horses and cattle 
before next year’s trial. 

Two new packs made entries for the 
first time - The Merry Beagles, Mrs. 
Myron E, Merry of Gates Mills, Ohio and 
the Tanheath Beagles, A. William Albin of 
Uxbridge, Massachusetts and both packs 
put on admirable performances. 

The Treweryn Beagles, Berwyn, Pen- 
nsylvania, were missing for the first time 
since 1931 due to sickness intheir kennel, 
but their Master reports that they are again 
in fine shape and have now resumed hunt- 
ing. 

At the start of the trial, rabbits were 
reported as being so scarce it was decided 
to limit entries in each class to one from 
each pack, It developed that rather than 
being few they were merely sitting tight 
and hard to find, Real hound work was 
required to rout them and real drive to 
make them run. The winning packs all 
had good long runs - some so fast and 
far that their huntsman and whippers-in 
were left far behind. 


13’ Two Couple Class 
Eleven packs were put down before the 


judges and if entries had not been limited 
there probably would have been twenty. 
Noanet was placed first over tough com- 
petition on difficult scenting conditions. 
They had a nice long drive through heavy 
cover, ran well together, each leading from 
time to time, with a good cry. After a 
fairly long check they worked out the line 
themselves and were ordered up when run- 
ning. Mrs. John Grew, M.B. of Dover, 
Massachusetts, carried the horn assisted 
by her husband as whipper-in. The hounds 
were Trumpet, Bounty, Minnie and Merry, 
the first three being sired by Waldingfield 
Nugget, a two time winner of the National 
three hour stakes. 

Becky Sharp’s Nantucket placed second

with a long hard drive and were also 
ordered up running. One hound was not 
quite as close at the check as the winners. 
Nantucket Bashful, Starlight, Racket with 
Portsmouth Buttercup made up the pack, 
the first two being out of Hoodwink, a 
Bryn Mawr Grand Champion, 

President Ollie Iselin’s Wolver placed 
third with a very nice close hunt in the 
“graveyard” in heavy honeysuckle. They 
worked beautifully in the rain, but did not 
show as much drive as the winners. 

Morgan Wing’s, Sandanona placed re- 
serve with a good close hunt on poor 
scent, but lost their rabbit. 

Scenting conditions on the whole were 
poor. The class started in the rain, than 
ran under a big change as a cold front 
came through. 


15’’ Two Couple Class 
Fourteen entries competed the same as 
last year despite the one entry limit. The 
new pack Tanheath put on a terrific per- 
formance for Bill Albin with all our 
hounds working together as a team and 
marked their rabbit under. The hounds

This seemed to be a class to welcome 
the new comers as Mrs. Merry’s Merry 
Beagles won second with a hunt through 
very thick cover, finally running their 
rabbit through the barnyard and past the 
gallery, parked cars, trucks and trailers 
on the lawn and were ordered up running. 
An excellent performance under most 
difficult conditions. 

Old Chatham Beagles hunted by Al 
Callan from Kinderhook, N.Y. took third 
place with a really fine hunt, recovering 
the line themselves at the checks and were 
ordered up running. 

Reserve went to the Sir-Sister from 
Natick, Massachusetts, Henri Prunaret 
huntsman with a nice close hunt, but 
ending in a loss. 

Scenting conditions were much better 
for this class and many fine hunts were 
beaten by the performances placing in the 
ribbons. 


Four Couple Class 

Again fourteen packs ran, the same as 
last year despite the entry limit. The class 
started on Friday and conditions varied 
from heavy frost to very warm. 

The Sir-Sister were a very popular 
winner. After a long blank draw under hot 
sun a rabbit was started way up in the 
wooded hills and hounds drove hard down 
to the reservoir and half the way up the 
mountain with beautiful cry. Whereupon 
b’rer cottontail turned back and ran head 
on into some struggling followers and 
doubled back uphill again. The pack work- 
ed out this double themselves, ‘‘walking 
out”’ the check and put him to ground, The 
hounds were Minion, Monarch, Madcap (by 
Treweryn Dealer-Portsmouth Molly) 
Rondo, Rally, Rosebud (by Sir-Sister Day- 
spring-their Wakeful) with Talent and 
Messenger by Waldingfield Postman. 

Second went to The Merry Beagles 
as they put on a long close hunt, then a 
very hard drive out of a gully over open 
fields into the pines and marked to ground 
in a brush pile. 

Third went to the Liseter Beagles, Mrs. 
Jean Austin DuPont and John DuPont, 
M.B.s, hunted by Paul Andrian with a good 
slow hunt to ground, but not as muchdrive 
as the others. 

Noanet got reserve with a nice hunt 
after a slow start. 


Eight Couple Class 

Six packs ran this year compared with 
seven last year as The Treweryn was 
absent and many of the new and smaller 
packs do not have enough hounds. 

Liseter gained an outstanding win with 
a terrific long drive just as darkness 
fell, running completely away from their 
hunt staff and ran their rabbit almost to 
a standstill. They were picked up just in 
time to save her for another hunt. A few 


minutes more would have resulted in one 
dead bunny. 

Nantucket with Becky Sharp, M.B. 
huntsman, John Todd, Westy Frazier and 
Dick Thompson, whipping in, put on a 
spectacular hunt from the pines down a 
gully into a second covert and back over 
the open, right in front of the gallery to 
place second, 

Old Chatham placed third and San- 
danona was Reserve. 

On the completion of the Eight Couple 
Class Sunday morning we all adjourned to 
the kennels for the bench show, A lovely 
sight in the beautiful sunlight. 

Liseter’s Portsmouth Larkspur was 
named best 13’ beagle and Nantucket 
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Mermaid best 15” beagle. 

The National Challenge cup for the best 
two couple 50% field work and 50% show 
qualities, went to the Merry Beagles with 
62 1/2 points, Nantucket Beagles reserve 
with 54 points. 

The John C, Baker Plate for the best 
four couples, 50% field - 50% show, went 
to the Sir-Sister with 65 points, with 
Liseter reserve with 60 points. 

After lunch the 13” three hour stake 
got started with eighteen hounds under 
*‘Bun” Sharp huntsman, It was hot and 
dry, but a total of eight rabbits were 
marked to ground and one chopped. 

As the pack was cut down by elimina- 
tions, seven hounds were left after the 
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first hour. The final results were: 

First - Old Chatham Passion (Vernon- 
Somerset Moley-Waldingfield Precious), 

Second - Nantucket’s Portsmouth 
Buttercup. 

Third - Merry Beagles’ Biscuit. 

Reserve - Nantucket Racket. 

This class decided the Harrison Bowl 
for the highest total score of the field 
trial as Nantucket and Merry Beagles were 
tied at 16 points each at the start of the 
class. The final results were: Nantucket, 
20 points; Merry, 18 points; Old Chatham, 
17 points; Liseter, 15 points. 

The 15” three hour stake got started 
too late to run the required time and was

the judges could not read the numbers: 


painted on the hounds, The Committee is 
considering starting the trials one day 
earlier next year to allow sufficient time 
for all classes and the additional entries 
turned down this year. 


Bassets (Nov. 11-12) 

Running conditions for the bassets were 
more difficult this year than last. There 
were fewer bunnies at Russell’s and they 
sat tighter - this being a real handicap 
to bassets as the coverts are heavy 
thorns and bassets cannot and will not 
draw them well because of their long 
tender ears. This caused the one day 
allotted to their classes to be insufficient. 
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For Sale 
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Boarding and Schooling 
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Two packs ran over the next day and 
were run at Clifford’s with far better 
success. 

Five of the six packs which came last 
year showed up; the Bridlespur (all the 
way from Mo.); the Poona (Millbrook, 
N.Y.); Skycastle (Md.); Somerset (Orange, 
Va.); and Tewksbury (Far Hills, N.J.). 
Charlie Rogers of the Timber Ridge had 
pneumonia and was forced to cancel his 
entry at the last minute. 

The two-couple class was won by the 
Poona with a really surprising hunt on a 
straight-necked rabbit which they ran like 
an express train out of the wired field 
and over two long Virginia hills before 
being marked to ground in a thorn patch 
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in the middle of a Hereford farm quite 
far away. Diesel was the guiding star of 
this hunt with Ego, Judge, and Easy for 
strong support. The Tewksbury’s Bushrod, 
Clinker, Errant, and Mutton turned in a 
fair hunt of a twisting rabbit for second, 
while Bridlespur’s Bert, Gabby, Pat, and 
Kate had a good burst with drive across 
the bowl which was marked low because 
one hound got left backifor half the hunt. 
Somerset was 4th with a hard hunt to a 
loss at a wall, and Skycastle was Reserve. 

Tewksbury’s Melton, Dainty, Errant, 
Dreadnought, Sheba, Stylish, Perfect, and 
Bluebell won the four couple with a good 
long circling hunt. A puppy was back for 
a while, but caughtup and one old bitch 
could not keep up, but the pack showed 
good drive and cry and was picked up 
running. The Poona was second with two 
busy noisy hunts over at Clifford’s - the 
first accounted for the rabbit ina rockpile 
and the second persisted over quite a 
bit of territory. While not the best hunts 
in the world there was plenty of action. 
The Bridlespur would have beaten them 
with their run (also in Clifford’s) if they 
had not been plagued with one hound Tza- 
tza which quit on them. The Somerset 
was fourth with a hunt that had all hounds 
on, but was somewhat ragged and ended 
in a loss. The Skycastle was Reserve 
with a very nice hunt down by the stream, 
but they were alsu bothered by one or two 
hounds that would not hark in. 


The bassetteers, good sports that they 
are, made no complaint about the difficult 
conditions they had to face. It is hoped 
that they will come back in force next 
year when we also hope they will be given 
either country easier for them to draw or 
more plentiful in rabbits. The bassets, 
more than beagles, are troubled with this 
inability to draw rough covert and also 
apparently by hounds that won’t hark in, 
as well as by occasion back-tracking, but 
poor scenting doesn’t seem to phase them 
at all. Once they get well away on a line, 
their uncanny noses seem to hold them 
right on it and they surprisingly seldom 
come to a dead loss, 

Judges this year were again Bill Battin 
of the Treweryn Beagles, Pa., and Barbara 
Conolly of the Buckram Beagles, L.L, 
N.Y.

By 
kind invitation of Josiah H, and Marion 
Child, everyone enjoyed a delightful lunch- 
eon at their attractive house on the West- 
port River.

Badly missed was Old Chatham. Henry 
and Hep Gammack, the Callans, and the 
Kellys had such a struggle with snow 
shovels to survive the winter, that come 
the spring no one could crack a whip, 

Jean and JohnDuPont with their Liseter 
Pack, who were enquired for on every 
hand, were forced to send regrets. 

Henri Prunaret, Master and co-chair- 
man of the Field Trial with Charley Rice 
of Hamilton, Mass., second whipper-in, 
operated the Sir Sister Pack minus much 
missed Mildred. As Captain of the Curtis 
Cup Golf Team Mrs. Prunaret was busy 
training her players in the Carolinas for 
their very successful British invasion, 

The Bay State Trials marked the 1960 
debut of two greatly improved packs who 
served notice that henceforth they will be 
in the thick of contention. Tower Hill 
presided over by Win Naylor and Don 
Rowan of Wayland, Mass., jointly put down 
nicely matched cobby black saddled hounds 
that drove hard in three classes. 

Tanheath with Bill Albin, together with 
youthful, enthusiastic well turned out staff, 
impressed everyone that here is a sub- 
scription pack with a great future, and 
demonstrated what two years of hard work 
and intelligent planning can accomplish, 

Individual and jointly owned two couple 
packs of quality hounds from Rhode Island 
and Massachusetts swelled the thirteen 
inch entries to fourteen and the fifteen 
inch class to ten emries. 

Mr. Williams’ Hounds, ably handled by 
the genial pro and conditioner Charlie 
Harding, were bred, raised and owned by 
one of Sir Sister’s whippers-in, Roger 
Williams. For them it was ‘‘veni, vidi, 
vici” in the Fifteen Inch Two Couple Class. 

Sir Sister’s Hon. Secretary Richardson 
Helwood might well have repeated the 
Williams performance with his Natick 
Swamp Hunters in the Thirteen JnchClass, 
if Lady Luck had not been taking a coffee 
break while they were down. 

' Olneyville: from Providence Rhode 
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Island was hunted by the Chairman of the 
Bay State Club’s Field Trial Committee 
Everett McPhillips, with a neighbor John 
Naylor whipping in. This little pack with 
high credentials from the Brace Trials 
put on a remarkable show, never out of 
contact with an artful road running cotton 
tail. The hero was eleven month’s old 
Fullcry Pal belonging to Mr. Jim DeVazza. 
He was later to become New England Derby 
Champion for 1960. He walked the line 
up the middle of the street speaking at 
each step, and thus held his pack mates 
from scattering. This pack also included 
one Black Sam with two licensed firsts; 
the McPhillips’ Fld., Ch. Starkey’s April 
Showers, (the producer of three field 
champions); and Bertline Cindy who be- 
came Field Champion since the herein 
described event. 

Henri Prunaret has been quoted as 
saying, ‘‘you have not hunted a pack until 
you have hunted four and eight couples”’. 
Certainly the organized subscription packs 
came into their own in the four couple 
class as will be seen by consulting the 
summary of awards. 

The setting for the Eight Couple Class 
at Barney’s Joy was very lovely. Un- 
fortunately scenting was miserable over 
dry sandy soil on a sunny day with a 
strong South East wind. 

Bunny and Becky Sharp’s combined 
packs, running as Treweryn, got none the 
best of conditions drawing around the hay 
barn. 

Buckram, down second, finally started 
their first rabbit in the marsh at the far 
end of the property. Under John Oelsner, 
assisted by Ike Cocks and Tom Quinlan, 
they hunted well in the wet. Little could 
be accomplished, however, behind scared 
rabbits driven into the open before a 
somewhat over zealous gallery. . 

Sandanona, abetted by Morgan Wing and 
the competent Mr. Harry Richter, whip- 
per-in, latched on to a bunny deep in the 
watery lowlands. The animal finally broke 
covert onto open dry land with Morgan 
and Henry flanking him and all sixteen 
hounds reaching for tail feathers. He was 
thus escorted in a straight line to an open 
woodchuck hole in a clump of dried grass 
without a vestige of a check at any time. 

Sir Sister found and stayed with a fresh 
rabbit in the same lowlands. When it 
finally broke covert with a considerable 
lead over dry pastureland, fouled by the 
heavy foot traffic of previous hunts, there 
was nothing those lemon and white hounds 
could do but die on the line while striving 
to move it forward. 

Our field Judges were Edmund Raposa 
of Fall River and Alan Morley of Franklin, 
Massachusetts, who contributed their 
services forthe full threedays. They not 
only stayed with hounds on horseback and 
on foot without ever interfering but also 
remained tireless and cheerful throughout. 

George Brodie from North Easton, 
Mass., judged the bench show and dis- 
played his aptitude for picking the right 
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Sandanona four couple, winner of the Sandanona Plate - at the 
23rd Bay State Beagle Trials - Morgan Wing, M.B. and

went on to be top pack at the National 
Field Trials. This feat was repeated this 
year by the Nantucket. Both these packs 
are very strong in the above bloodlines 
and cherish every drop of it. 

The Grand Champion hound at Bryn 
Mawr in three of the last four years 
carried Vernon Somerset blood; so also 
did the last two winners of the 13’’ three 
hour stake at the Nationals. This year 
the four placed hounds in the 13” stake, 
namely Old Chatham Passion, Nantucket’s . 
Portsmouth Buttercup, Merry Beagle’s 
Biscuit and Nantucket’s Racket all carried 
Vernon Somerset breeding. Furthermore 
the three top packs in total points scored 
at the Nationals - Nantucket, Merry 
Beagles and Old Chatham - are made up 
largely of Vernon Somerset bred hounds, 

This record all goes to prove that the 
great Vernon Somerset bloodlines which 
Dick Gambrill perfected continue to pro- 
duce hounds that can win on the bench 
and in the field. There are at least eleven 
packs still able to boast of some of this 
strain. Beagler 
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Bassets at Bryn Mawr 


Due to an emergency operation, the 
Master of the Poona Bassets, Kent Levitt, 
was unable to bring his pack to the recent 
Bryn Mawr Hound Show on September 9th 
at the Radnor Hunt Club and, consequently, 
there were only three packs shown against 
the usual entry of four. Nevertheless, there 
was keen competition and in the opinion 
of the Judges, the calibre of hounds shown 
was the best in recent years. 

Tewksbury Elmer maintained his 
supremacy of 1959 by again being named 
best Dog, while Sky Castle’s Prince Bum- 
po, winner of the Unentered Class, took 
the Reserve. In one class there were nine 
entries, and the Judges were hard put to 
make their decision as all nine were of 
Top Quality. 

After lunch the Timber Ridge Pack of 
Charlie Rogers’ produced the Entered 
Bitch winner Timber Ridge Melody. In 
the Pack Class there was little to choose 
between Jimmy Jones’ Tewksbury Foot 
Beagles and the Timber Ridge, but after 
delighting a large Gallery, the latter was 
given the nod with Tewksbury second and 
Sky Castle third. This gave Timber Ridge 
its second victory for the Leonard Kent 
Plate while Poona has two and Tewksbury 
one. 

It is hoped and expected that 1961 will 
produce even stiffer competition between 
these evenly matched packs.

The Fortieth Bryn Mawr Hound Show, 
while somewhat disappointing in the num- 
ber of beagles it produced, (24 dogs and 
59 bitches as opposed to 50 bitches and 
81 dogs last year) did draw forth some 
new hounds of encouraging quality, a new 
pack class, just one less than last year. 
The new hounds of quality were two red- 
and-white bitches from the Sir Sister pack 
and a tricolor from Treweryn; the new 
pack on the bench was the Cedarcroft, 
captained by Jimmie Lamb, a former 
Treweryn Huntsman; and the only pack 
missing was the North Country of 
Michigan, (the Cedarcroft has not enough 
hounds yet for a pack) although its in- 
domitable Master, Charlie Backus, was at 
the ringside to lend tone and give encour- 
agement to all. 

The 13” Dog division was poorly 
filled with 4 entries of which Treweryn 
Pouncer °58 was pinned Champion over 
a lemon-and-white Sir Sister hound, Mon- 
arch °58, 

The 15’ Dog division was a stronger 
one with 20 entries - the best being a 
heavy-set, noble-headed hound from the 
Old Chatham pack, Sandanona Bailiff ’57. 
An old hound with an even lovelier head, 
but not as good in action, Liseter Famous 
53, went Reserve. 

There were 22 inthe 13” Bitchdivision 
and three attractive winners of the Un- 
entered, Entered, and Brood Bitchclasses 
met the Grand Champion of last year, Sir 
Sister Winsome '59, in the Championship 
class. This eye-filling red-blanketed bitch 
had more substance and head quality than 
Sandanona Wrinkles '57 which was placed 
Reserve. Mention should be made of Sir 
Sister Brevity, a free-moving, red-and- 
white bitch of high quality which won the 
Unentered class, and of Treweryn Magpie 
‘59, winner of the Entered class, whose 
way of going does not quite do justice to 
her beautiful appearance when posed. 

The big bitches were also dominated by 
a previous Champion, Nantucket Mermaid 
S9 which edged out another one of Sir 
Sister’s eye-catching red-and-white 
bitches, the puppy Santee. 

A pleasant sight was the 15’" Brood

Hounds ran for two steady 
hours and it seemed as if they could 
have run on forever. With the exception 
of Delilah, who skirted, and twouccasions 
when the pack split ina wood anda swamp, 
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the pack’s work was magnificent, partic- 
ularly as they swept around the corner of 
a yellow barn in full view of the field, 
picked an erratic line with beautiful pre- 
cision and went away driving. But for the 
fact that we whipped off exhausted and did 
not kill, it was the hunt of a lifetime. 

The next day at Field’s started out to 
be the hunt of all time on the Island too, 
Scent was screaming and hounds went away 
driving their hare for all they were worth, 
She was viewed just ahead of the pack 
several times in that flat-out first 30 
minutes but she made it to the manure 
heaps where we had our first check. Here 
our reliable road hound, Desperate ’54, 
spoke on the road to the marsh without 
having the courage to admit his mistake. 
This put us way behind our hare and she 
was lost on the hard road, but we had a 
hard 45 minute run on a 2nd hare to make 
ita very good day. (N.B. Desperate has 
never lied before or sincel) 

December 20th was the day of the kill 
in Watkins’ Field after 1 hour and 15 
minutes of good running. This hare was 
found in Hickox’s by the mud pond, run to 
Whitney’s, over to the main gate, across 
the road to LePoeuf’s where Magic picked 
the line alone, through Bostwick's, and 
into Watkins where she was run down in 
the paddock, J. J. Oelsner received a well 
deserved mask and pads went to Beth 
Cocks, Ren Hurry, Glo Oelsner and Micky 
Fossett. 

December 27th was the day we jumped 
a hare in Whitney’s, ran her a loop there, 
and then pushed her right out of the coun- 
try through the farm, across Hickox’s, and 
we ended up deep in Hill’s as the sun set 
after a run of an hour and a quarter. 

January 10th was a really wonderful 
day in Phipps’. The hare tried to lead 
hounds on to thin ice twice and crossed 
the length of the polo fields four times.

New blood came to the fore and de- 
finitely vanquished old at the 1960 Glad- 
stone Beagle Pack Trials (Nov. 7-8) and 
a very interesting trial it became. Art 
Curran and Vincent Potts, both from 
N.J., judged it. They are both hound 
men from way back and certainly knew 
what they were looking for - hounds that 
could run a rabbit unaided and together 
under the touchy scenting conditions. And 
these they found in two packs completely 
new to the trials - the Woodland and the 
Tanheath. 

The Woodland was presented by Ray 
Miller, a single-hound man from Living - 
ston, N.J. who has finished seven field 
champions of his own breeding and owner- 
ship in the past year. Four of his field 
champions, all bitches and two in season 
at that, Wilma, Princess, Betsy, and 
Tweed, were not successful and dissolved 
their partnership at a check after a long 
close hunt, but his second 13”’ twocouple;

end. The new Tanheath hau Bill Albin as 
Master and Huntsman, and his 16 year- 
old brother Bob as his capable whip. (This 
new pack is a subscription pack - $8 a 
year - from Uxbridge, Mass. and the 
followers hunt cottontail mounted - the 
followers - not the cottontails! - every 
Sunday.) This hunt bears description: 
hunting almost entirely unaided, four young 
hounds, Moppet, Dadget, Daisy, and Doc, 
carried a line steadily to one of the camp- 
sites, swung in, swung right again, ran 
the line under one of the tent platforms, 
picked up speed and ran it about thirty 
feet out the far side, stopped, castclosely, 
doubled back along the far side of the same 
tent platform, and carried it steadily away 
across the campsite in a truly brilliant 
exhibition of hound work. By this job, they 
bested Cedarcroft’s Molly, Melody, Mis- 
chief, and Fairmaid (the first 3 won the 
brood bitch and get class at Bryn Mawr 
this year, and the 4th is a white Dummer 
import from England) which had a very 
competent hunt, again unaided, and were 
picked up running. There were 8 entries. 

The 4 couple was also won by the Tan- 
heath with Sinbad, Angel, Barmaid, and 
Merrymaker added to the hounds pre-

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hardworking field marshal; to the mounted 
whippers-in Peggy Wemple and Dick Pol- 
lack who stopped hounds from deer several 
times; and to the judges, who not only 
judged thoroughly, but gave helpful com- 
ments to many entrants. 

And lest we forget the also-rans, let 
us here say that we learn more from some 
of them than anybody. Among those packs 
which were not hopelessly tangled in 
ribbon silk at Gladstone was Charlie 
Backus’ North Country Beagles. A pack 
of notorious drive and ferocious hunting 
ability normally, this was their off year. 
While they did not disturb the cottontails 
much, however, they got up 6 chickadees, 
a flock of juncos, a male cardinal, and 
the first tree sparrow of the season with 
their first pack; and two fox sparrows, 
seven bluejays, another male cardinal and 
an unidentified large fat woodpecker with 
their other pack. They are currently 
exchanging their membership in the 
National Beagle Club for one in the 
Audubon Society - senior rating.

the opening meet which was highlighted by 
awarding of colors to James W. Chapman 
of Kinderhook, who had a near perfect 
attendance at 1959-60 meets and was 
credited with a major share of “‘tally- 
hos”’, 

Hounds worked well over the rolling 
hills and open woods on the Quinn farm 
and climaxed a sustained 20-minute run 
with a kill which was viewed by Orlan 
A, Johnson, who organized the pack in 1954 
and served as its first master. Eight young 
beaglers, most of them averaging 8-10 
years of age, were ‘blooded’ for the first 
time. 

The second Sunday of hunting was at 
The Old Court House, Claverack, where 
the beaglers were the guests of Karl A. 
Noble. Despite a driving rain, some 42 
members of the field enjoyed a good day 
in the open. The field was supplemented 
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by a group of Darrow School students from 
New Lebanon, with one of the school’s 
masters, Patrick Evans, a resident of 
London and a beagler of the Old Blighty 
school, 

The largest field in the history of Old 
Chatham beagling turned out the third week 
when 74 met at the new kennels in perfect 
weather, in fact too perfect for the warm 
sun spoiled scent and it wasn’t until late 
afternoon that the pack began to show real 
sport. A delightful tea at the home of Mr. 
and Mrs. James W. Chapman climaxed 
the day. 

It might be noted that jack rabbits 
are now being found in the Old Chatham 
area and in early September a pre- 
season meet was held at JohnS, Williams, 
Sr.’s. Patterned on Treweryn’s annual 7 
a.m, foray following the Bryn Mawr show, 
Old Chatham beagler’s were out in full 
force at sun-up and in the course of two 
hours four jacks were found in thevicinity 
of the Shaker Museum, which augurs well 
for sport during the coming year. A hunt 
breakfast followed at the Callan residence 
in Old Chatham. 

Old Chatham has a number of good 
working hounds for the 1960-61 season 
especially Oid Chatham Sandanona Bailiff, 
grand champion at Bryn Mawr. Several 
other ‘‘cast-offs’’, which usually end up 
winning silverware for Old Chatham, are 
doing well including Noanet Jupiter, Nan- 
tucket Hurry, Treweryn Pacer plus a num- 
ber of Old Chatham-bred young entry. In 
all there are 13 couple at the New kennels 
in Niverville. 

Major A. S, Callan, Jr. and Mrs. 
Henry N. Gammack are againjoint masters 
with Al Callan doing the hunting, frequent- 
ly aided by the younger and more agile 
Peter Kelly. Serving as whippers-in are 
Tommy Kelly, Warden Williams, John S.

The Waldingfield 


Beagles 
(A reprint from August 1925 Hounds and 
Hunting) 


In 1887 there was a topical song 
popular among certain Harvard students. 
One of the verses ran as follows: 


“Jimmie Appleton had a kennel at Ipswich 
A kennel by no means mean, 

But since his one beagle’s been stolen 
No kennel remains to be seen.”” 


This was not literally true, but it shows 
perhaps the modest beginnings of the 
Waldingfield Pack. The pack dates from 
1886, In that year Mr. James Appleton 
got together a few beagles, about four 
couples, and called them the Barberry 
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Beagles, and began hunting at Ipswich, 
Mass. The original hounds came from 
various sources, a couple or so of small 
ones from A, C. Krueger, others picked 
up from the few advertised beagles in the 
sporting papers, and all of American 
type, timid and difficult to handle. 

In 1891 Mr. Appleton turned over the 
pack to his brother, who changed the name 
from the Barberry to the Waldingfield 
Beagles. On taking back the pack the 
following year Mr. Appleton retained the 
name Waldingfield, and under that name 
the pack has continuously hunted the coun- 
try around Mr. Appleton’s home. 

About this time the Myopia Hunt Club 
imported a pack of sixteen inch beagles 
for drag hunting purposes, and by the use 
of a dog from this pack, Mr. Appleton 
put substance and courage into his beagles 
and got some really good ones, among them 
being Lufra and Oracle, the first of the 
Waldingfield to appear at the National 
field trials. This was in 1892 or 1893 
at Mr. Kreuder’s at Nanuet. These bitches 
did not figure in the ribbons but they 
caused some comment by their gaiety and 
manners, for in those days manners in 
beagles were little known, and it was not 
unusual for a hound to take to the woods 
not to appear again until the proceedings 
were over. 

In the early nineties, Mr. Appleton 
made several importations from England, 
These were probably the first beagles 
brought over in many years, and preced- 
ing the importations of Mr. Kernochan 
by several years. The most noteworthy 
of these English hounds was Pulboro 
Crafty, a rough haired dog of good type. 
He did some winning in the shows and did 
well in the stud, both for the Waldingfield 
and for the Somerset (Mr. Post’s). 

It is unfortunate that the early kennel 
records of the Waldingfield were destroy- 
ed by fire some years ago. None of the 
blood, however, of those dogs has carried 
on. 

From the beginning it has been Mr. 
Appleton’s policy to strengthen the pack 
by importations from time to time, of 
both dogs and bitches. Having had the good 
fortune early in his beagling career to 
meet Mr. Otho Paget, it was but natural 
that he should look to him for such 
hounds as were needed, and from Mr. 
Paget came the best known of these 
English hounds, Marvel and Hotspur, of the 
dogs, Blatant the dam of Barbara, who was 
a double winner at the National trials, 
and whose blood is still strong inthe pack, 
and many other good ones. 

The Waldingfield has always been a 
Pack of small hounds, as near thirteen 
inches as possible. The master has always 
preferred the little ones, and while it has 
sometimes been difficult to hold to that 
size, and the temptation has been strong 
to keep the good big ones, he has managed 
to keep the pack fairly level with hounds 
from twelve and a half to thirteen and a 
half inches. 


Since those two bitches appeared at 
Nanuet, in 1892, the Waldingfield has had 
representatives every year at the National 
trials. 

The pack has been kenneled in several 
different buildings, on the Appleton Farms 
at Ipswich. The present kennels were built 
in 1907 - a stucco building with three 
lodging rooms, a cook room, and a store 
room. There are two concrete yards, and 
two large grass yards - ample room for 
twenty couple of hounds. The country is 
partly wooded with birches, but much of 
the hunting is on open land, and hares 
are fairly plentiful. The Waldingfield is the 
only pack of beagles in the neighborhood, 
and is considered a community interest. 
During the forty seasons of its existance 
three generations have hunted with it and 
today old and young turn out from Septem- 
ber to December to run with ‘‘our pack.”’ 


Noanet Beagles - 1960 


The Noanet Beagles hunted as a pack 
by “Sister” Grew and whipped in to by 
husband, John, Of Dover, Mass., started 
1960 with two and one half couple of enter- 
ed hounds and five and one half couple of 
1959 puppies. All but one couple were 
homebreds. Old Newsmen was the sole 
fifteen inch representative. 

Where only cottontails are hunted a 
small pack suffices locally, in Dover and 
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Westwood, On the kind invitation of Mr. 
and Mrs. Arthur Perry Jr., we enjoyed 
two pleasant afternoons this autumn in 
Concord, Mass. When weather conditions 
are bad inland we are accustomed to visit- 
ing Westport, Mass. and Mr. E. MacGregor 
Strauss inNewport, R.I. These latter areas 
afford good running in the open, and a 
larger pack could be employed to advant- 
age. 
With so few hounds it has been possible 
to work hounds individually or with a 
single bracemate. The result has been 
gratifying. 

You can not ignore hounds that live at 
the back door. Consequently the Noanet 
Beagles stayed busy the year round, parti- 
cipating in a total of twenty-one trials: - 
Six Pack Trials, One Small Pack Trial, 
One Junior Handler’s Trials, Four Sanc- 
tioned Club Brace Trials, Five Licensed 
Derby Trials and Four Licensed All Age 
Brace Trials. 

Of the twelve ribbons or trophies gar- 
nered not one was awarded at a licensed 
trial. 

During March and April there were 
carded meets which drew appreciative 
fields of well behaved Pony Club mem- 
bers.

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from the moment the horse’s chest crosses 
the starting line to the moment when it 
crosses the finish line.’’ Why has this rule 
not been enforced by the American Horse 
Shows Association who is supposed to 
govern our horse shows? We all know we 
cannot have accurate timing without an 
electric eye. 

On Page 7 of the same book in the last 
paragraph which is designated ‘‘A’’ you 
will find the following: ‘‘Competition in 
which jumping ability is the only factor, 
although speed may be introduced to decide 
quality in first place in either the first or 
subsequent jump offs.’’ As I understand 
this paragraph it means just what it says, 
that time may be used in the first or sub- 
sequent jump offs. If the courses are set 
so that the first go-round calls for a horse 
of exceptional jumping ability there will 
not be too many clean performances. If 
the fences are raised materially for the 
second jump offs there will be few if any 
clean peformances. But in the event they 
are, they could and should be raised a 
second time and time should be thedecid- 
ing factor. 

By the time these fences have been 
raised, providing they started at a rea- 
sonable height, the second time the fences 
will be at such a height that anyone who 
wishes to steeplechase over them should 
certainly be allowed to do so, and I would 
be glad to risk a few dollars that he does 
not win the class. The purpose of the F.E.I. 
class is to have a jumping competition and 
time should never be used except as the 
last resort. I think if the plan that I have 
Suggested is followed there will be very 
few classes won on time. 

Of course it is possible that time 
could be a factor even in the class which 
I have described above and it could 
result in jumping horses to death in the 
one class but that is not limited to F.E.I. 
Classes for in other classes where the 
management sets up a kindergarten course 
for the first go-round, the same thing can 
happen but, of course, it is the fault of 
management, 

To give you an example of what I am 
talking about, I respectfully refer you to 
the jumper, Knock Down and Out class at 
the Santa Barbara Show, 1960, managed 
by Mr. Allen Ross. Now this was not an 








F.E.I. class. Nevertheless due to the ridi- 
culous course there were 19 clean per- 
formances on the first go-round, If man- 
agement is going to put in that type of 
course, you are going to jump your horses 
to death. We in America today have gotten 
into a habit, whenever we think some- 
thing is wrong, we suggest somebody pass 
a new law, when actually all thatis neces- 
sary to do is to enforce the laws that we 
have and the same applies to the rules 
in the horse show. 

In the very interesting article under 
**Indenture” they have referred to exact- 
ly the same points that I have brought 
out here and they are the fault of manage- 
ment and the lack of rule enforcement by 
proper authorities, namely, the American 
Horse Shows Association. There is, how- 
ever, One statement in this particular 
article to which I can not subscribe or at 
least only in part. First! agree complete- 
ly that there has been a very lax and some 
times complete disregard of the weight 
rules under the F.E.I. It should be made 
mandatory that all horses winning a rib- 
bon in a class must weigh out. Weighing 
in is only for the convenience of the ex- 
hibitors. It is weighing out that is import- 
ant. Here again the lack of the enforce- 
ment of the rules is entirely to blame. The 
second point this article brings out in re- 
gard to weights, I can not subscribe to. I 
do not believe that a horse that is ridden 
by a lady and asked tocarry 154 lbs. is too 
much weight, or that a horse ridden by a 
man and asked to carry 165 lbs. is too 
much to carry. There are a few cases in 
which this weight limitation brings about 
a hardship. But this works both ways. Why 
should a horse carrying 190 lbs. be asked 
to jump against a horse, over a big course, 
carrying 110 Ibs. 

Weight is not such an important factor 
with jumpers as it is withrace horses, but 
we can decide when the spread becomes 
this great, (and I have seen even greater) 
that the horse carrying a top weight is 
asked to give away too much. It is simply 
not a fair and equal competition. There- 
fore, I think that the compromise between 
these two extremes of 154 lbs. for ladies 
and 165 lbs. for men is fair. Most of the 
horses in any big class will be carrying 
165 lbs. or much more, including their 
saddles and other equipment. 

There is another point in this article 
called ‘‘Indenture”’ with which I would take 
issue. I am 100% in favor of the jumper 
people insisting on a rigid enforcement of 
the rules. I am also 100% in favor of any 
reasonable attempt to change the rules 
where the rules themselves are detri- 
mental to the game. But I do not feel that 
any group has a right to deliver an ulti- 
matum or go on strike without at least 
having a conference which includes the 
American Horse Shows Association offi- 
cials whose rules they are showing under 
prior to the strike. 

One thing which should be corrected 
and which exists at the present time is the 
fact that many of the zones are represent- 
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ed by people that have never owned a jump- 
er in their lives. If horse shows are to im- 
prove in attendance, the jumpers which the 
public likes best of all should have better 
representation on the zone committees. 

The biggest problem we have facing 
horses shows in this country, and I refer 
to ‘‘A”’ shows only, is lack of public inter- 
est and press cooperation and some ofthe 
things I have mentioned have contributed 
materially to that lack of interest. 

I feel there should be a big difference 
between the shows that are bidding for 
public interest and what are ordinarily 
considered as horse shows, I feel that they 
are both of equal importance, It is the old 
fashioned horse show that contributes a 
tremendous amount to the shows in which 
the public will be interested and the old 
fashioned horse show should continue. That 
there is room for substantial improve- 
ment in these shows there is no question. 
There were excellent suggestions made 
by Lt. Col. Jonathan Burton’s article in 
the November issue in The Chronicle in 
which he wrote up the Pebble Beach Show. 
This is the type of amateur show that 
should be encouraged in every conceivable 
way, but those who run these should realize 
that they are running an amateur show. The 
fences and courses should be interesting, 
but not too big for itis seldom that a single 
horse or rider in a show of this kind could 
hope to win a blue ribbon against the top

was much impressed with three of the 
unentered bitches in the Wellfort pack, but 
expressed the view that his only trouble 
was he could hardly make out which was 
which, since they were all black and tans 
and were almost identical. 

Four couples of this lively Wellfort 
pack of black and tans completely dom- 
inated the class for the best two couples 
of bitches. All four hounds in each entry 
were perfectly matched and the judges’ 
main difficulty was to decide which group 
to place first. Even though entries of 
tri-colour packs were excellent, and that 
from the Goldburn pack particularly so, 
nevertheless it is almost impossible for 
Masters of tri-colour packs to breed for 
this particular class, matching couples 
that are as alike as peas in a pod, Well- 
fort was first with Ides and Iris, Im- 
pudence and Easy; and 2nd with Mermaid 
Merrymaid, Patience and Essay; Goldburn 
was 3rd with Melody, Wary, Waitress and 
Damsel, 

Midleton Foot, which has had so many 
successes in previous years, won the 
Stallion class and later the Dog Hound 
Championship with Sentry °55. This was 
Sentry’s last class in Ireland, for with a 
couple of Wellfort bitches he has been sold 
to the United States of America.

BEAGLING. BY W. LOV®LL HEWITT.

This is a most important book, quite 

as important for foxhunters as it is for 
beaglers. It is now coming to be general- 
ly recognized that the best way to learn 
about and to appreciate hound work is to 
follow a pack of beagles - there is no 
counter attraction in the form of ahorse to 
ride across country so as to interrupt one’s 
study and enjoyment of the work of the 
pack, Mr. Hewitt is a thorough and know- 
ledgeable hound man, with a Vast know- 
ledge of woodcraft, or venery if you prefer 
the old-fashioned term. There are chap- 
ters devoted to the Hare, the Pack, the 
Hound, and the Season which are master- 
ful studies of the manner in which hounds 
use their scenting powers to pursue their 
chosen quarry, the problems with which 
they are confronted, and the methods by 
which they solve these problems. Mr. 
Hewitt also has a thorough knowledge of 
the problems involved in the organiztion 
of a pack of hounds and understands fully 
the position of hunting in modern society. 
These items are covered in such chap- 
ter headings as General, Kennel Manage- 
ment, the Master, the Huntsman, the Whip- 
per-in and The Field, the latter being 
particularly valuable. There is also an 
excellent resume on beagles in the United 
States written by the well-known eques- 
trian portrait painter, Richard J. M. Du- 
pont, who also excels at painting beagles 
and hounds and who has executed portraits 
of the Sir Sister pack, Natick, Mass., and 
of Mr. Frederic Winthrop, former Master 
of the Myopia Hunt, Hamilton, Mass. The 
book can be recommended in every way.

There was plenty of running for 1 hour and 
45 minutes.

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open horses in this circuit. Therefore, 
the management should keep in mind the 
limitation of the entries and not put in 
fences for horses that are not capable 
of jumping them. 

I am not saying that this was done in 
this particular show, but I have seen it 
happen a number of times where some- 
body wanted to demonstrate that he knows 
what a big F. E, I. course looked like 
when he had hardly a horse onthe grounds 
or a rider who should try to jump over 
them. This is the situation that gave the 
F. E. I. a bad name when it was first 
Started in this country. 

In referring to an amateur show, I 
have probably used the wrong word and 
the reason is Ido not know what an amateur 
is. I probably should have used club or 
local show. The word amateur is too hard 
for me to understand, For instance if a 
man wears a uniform and is being paid for 
everything he does connected with horses 
including trading, he is an amateur, but if 
he wears ordinary riding clothes, he is a 
professional. 

In closing, I would like to say I appreci- 
ate the articles which have been written 
in reference to the jumpers and also that 
agree at least in part with everyone of 
them; however, I feel after half a century 
of working with hunters and jumpers that! 
too may respectfully express an opinion,

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Grayson Foundation Report 


(EDITOR’S NOTE: - The following report 
was issued by Clarkson Beard, Presi- 
dent of the Grayson Foundation.) 

The key to a purpose and a plan for 
equine research is the financial support 
of all those with an interest in the horse 
and its welfare. This is addressed to you 
as one who has such an interest to 
solicit your support. It is an analysis of 
the situation as we find it, a plan of 
research with the purpose of being of 
service to the horse industry in this coun- 
try. 

When Grayson Foundation was founded 
in 1940 its purpose was to support basic 
research in the equine field. After the 
war, when the initial grants were made 
in 1946, this policy was followed. It was 
important at this time to stimulate work 
in equines in the changing order of the 
day. Since the war Grayson Foundation 
has been the only organization interested 
solely in equine research and it has 
succeeded in keeping work going in this 
field. 

During this period the changes in all 
research have been tremendous, and in 
animal research the emphasis shifted to 
other species, leaving the horse in a 
minor position. However, in the past five 
years, the horse has made a comeback in 
importance as shown by a large increase 
in their numbers admitted to veterinary 
Clinics all over the country. As this in- 
crease is made up of ponies, riding horses 
and race horses, Thoroughbred, Standard- 
bred and Quarter Horses, it reflects the 
growing importance of the horse in the 
recreational life of the country. Research 
wise, a void has been created and is most 
apparent in the applied research and 
clinical field, 

With this background it is necessary 
to reevaluate the equine research field 
and Grayson Foundation’s position. Basic 
research is essential for any long-term 
gains and must be continued, but it is 
also costly, remote to the practical horse- 
man and appeals to too few to gain the 
necessary financial support. It is our 
purpose to outline a plan, within our 
present resources, to meet the situation 
as it exists and to point out areas that 
should be considered when funds become 
available. 

Last spring a questionnarie was sent 
to members of the Equine Practitioners 
Association, asking them to indicate the 
importance of areas of research in their 
practice, A complete report on this survey 
will be found elsewhere in this bulletin, 
Realizing that changes will occur in these 
needs and the thoughts of others in the 
horse industry must be incorporated, this 
survey was analyzed and used as a start- 
ing point of a plan with a purpose. 

The following four areas of research 
appear to be the most important: 


1. Unsoundness of joint, tendon and 
bone. 

2. Nutrition. 

3. Diseases , particularly influenza, 
virus abortion and parasites. 

4. Breeding problems, particularly 
ovulation and estrus cycle in mares and 
the semen of stallions. 

In the disease area, the project at the 
University of Kentucky based on the virus 
work has been expanded to include 
parasites and it is planned to develop 
this into a center for the study of in- 
fectious diseases. 

A start has been made on the un- 
soundness problem by asking the vet- 
erinary clinics for limited pathological 
studies in this field. From this we hope 
to obtain information of use now and to 
develop areas of research within our 
means for the future. 

The study of general nutrition is an 
expensive one, almost without an end. 
Therefore, we will limit our work to 
nutritional studies as they apply to other 
problems, such as unsoundness at this 
time, and breeding problems at a later 
date. 

Any extensive work in breeding prob- 
lems must be put off not only for financial 
reasons, but also until we can develop a 
useful and workable plan. To date several 
small grants have been made in this area 
without success. We need to be sure of 
our approach before we enter this field. 

In our contacts with the veterinary 
schools and other institutions working on 
animal research, there is an increasing 
interest in equine problems, This is ham- 
pered by a lack of funds for the work, 
holding facilities for horses and because 
of these, personnel interested in pursuing 
research in the horse. A relatively small 
amount of money, with continuity from 
year to year, at certain institutions, could 
go a long way toward promoting this work. 

In the meantime, Grayson Foundation 
will do all it can to encourage work by 
others in special fields and to disseminate 
information which will be of value to the 
industry. 

Financial support is the necessary 
ingredient to accomplish our aims, In the 
past we have received generous support 
from a few individuals and organizations, 
but this has not been onacontinuing basis. 
We need a larger number of individuals 
and organizations contributing smaller 
amounts each year. This will broaden our 
base and give stablility to long range 
planning. The amount of money that canbe 
spent can be as high as you want, It is 
essential here to increase our grants, 
taking care to spend wisely and where it 
is most needed, until we can attain our 
goal as measured in terms of accomplish- 
ments. For the past three years, our budget 
has averaged $46,277.26. A minimum 
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figure of $100,000 of assured income would 
furnish a solid base of operation which 
could give us results in the near future 
and over the long term as well. If this 
is increased to $250,000, we can move 
along just that much faster. 

Research of any kind can be expensive 
and time consuming. Grayson Foundation 
intends to pursue their aims with diligence, 
basing this program on the needs of the 
industry, within its financial resources. 
Your continuous support is necessary to 
give the research program the continuity 
needed to be successful. 





KAMAL BEY PAYOFFS 

Just to show the difference in half- 
mile racing and major Thoroughbred rac- 
ing, dig the oddity which occurred in 
pari mutuel pay-offs in Maryland this fall. 

A four-year-old gelding named Kamal 
Bey won at Timonium (the half-mile track 
which runs in conjunction with the state 
fair just north of Baltimore) in August 
and he paid the lowest win price of the 
meeting, $3.40. Although there are many of 
the half-mile horses which go from the 
n.inor tracks to run in the cheaper races 
at the major tracks, there is quite a 
cleavage in the qualities of the two types 
of racing. Yes You Will is one of the 
few half-mile horses which graduated suc- 
cessfully to the major circuit. They could 
hardly keep him out of the winner’s circle 
at Bowie this year. He climaxed his efforts 
there by winning the $100,000 added Camp- 
bell and then he came up to Aqueduct to 
win an important stake, the Carter, in 
which he beat really top stake horses. 

This Kamal Bey paid $3.40 to win at 
Timonium and then he moved into the big 
leagues at Laurel and wonagain. This time 
he paid $351.40 for the biggest yield of 
the meeting. R, J. Clark
